ation. 


“It is not sufficient to say that an acceptance of this nomination, com ­ 


ing to me unsought, and despite an unequivocal statem ent of my position, 


would not deflect my course by a hair’s breadth, and that I should re­ 
main, and that you intend that I should 
remain 
entirely 
untrammeled. 


The non political character of the investigation and its freedom from bias, 


either of fear or favor, not only m ust be ^recognized. 
I cannot 
permit 


them, by an action of mine, to become m atters of debate.”

In the portrait of Lewis the 
left eye has a decided cast 
down­ 
ward. 
There 
is a period 
between 
‘Washington’ and ‘D. C.’ instead of 
a comma. 
There is no period after 
the ‘H ’ in the signature of the treas­ 
urer of the United States. 
There are 
no diagonal cross lines in the shad­ 
ing back of the portraits. 
The coun­ 
terfeit is about a quarter of an inch 
shorter than the genuine; and the pa­ 
per is thick and stiff. 
The back of
